Some of those J-lnoh thick Edison records announce 
the performne* of BILLi SttHTM AND HIS QflKSHWIOH VILMOE INN 
OrlOHESTRi. On listening we find top-quality danoe musio of 
the tlma. Ab for nost EdisonB, because of the extra running 
time, the tunes usually produce hot instrumental solos. 

Who were these musicians? The answer has eluded us 
for a long time, ^_— »«— — ~« 

tfe know there was a Greenwich Village Inn at 4-6 
Sheridan Square, right off 7th Avenue and Christopher Street 
in New Xorlt City. Later the Inn was converted to a theater- 
in-the-round. That building no longer exists; In its place 
today la an apartment dwelling. 

Years of searching afforded me an invitation to the 
home of guitar instructor, Loula Condell, in the Bronx. During 
the visit on February 3, 1968, the story began to unfold. 

About February 1923, some 45 years earlier, banjolst 
Louis Oondell Joined the BILLY KXHKE OROHESTSA at the Inn. 
William Levlne, toiown professionally as Billy Wynne, was the 
leader and drummer. He later became active in the booking 
business handling shows. Ha died during the 1950' s. Irving 
Leonard, one of the top violinists of the day, supplied the 
ncain melody line for the small group; now also deceased. 
Additional melody lines were provided by Forest Rankin on 
0-melody sax; he left the music business to operate a dog ken- 
nel ln Laotila, N. J. and succumbed in the 1950' s- Kenneth 
Snell from Sohenectady, N.I., now deceased, handled the bass. 
Frank Farrel) was on plano(see RR H91, p4). 

The original owners of the Greenwich Village Inn 
totaled four - — aetors Frank Conroy and Harold ,-ieltzer, 
James Riley who did most of the on-the-spot managing, and 
Barney Oallant who left early ln the venture to set up hia 
own club on tfest Third Street in NYC. 

Later on Billy '.fynne was able to swing a recording 
contract with Edison. He had to augment the Inn band for the 
recording sessions. So he hired his friend from the Union 
offise, Sam Qoldbetter, on lead trumpet, and his partner on 
olab dates, Dave Brethauer, on trombone. On someone 3 recom- 
mendation he hired the up-and-ooroing young hot trumpet player, 
Red Nichols, for the Becond chair. During the session the 
producer asked for extra choruses to fill out the recording 
tim«. So Billy gave the hot ohorus to Sam while tied Nichols 
sat with his horn on his lap. ' Before the session was con- 
cluded. Red's ability was no longer an unknown quantity ln ^ 
Billy's mind and Red solos on the Becond tune. ** 



Those rounding out the date were probably Billy 
Richards, hot sa,x man who died a.bout 1966, and the Nassberg 
brother, Jules and Joe, on reeds(Joe later became famous later 
as singer Joey Nash). Joe rememberB the dates most clearly 

for they were among the first recording sessions he did 

he wasn't 16 at the time. Julie recalls the hot trumpet In- 
cident for he was there. Rankin played only C-melody sax and 
did not record with the band. No tuba can be heard on the 
first aesBion so perhaps Snell used a string baas; thereafter, 
however he used a sougaphone. 

From all this research we conclude that the first 
three Edison sessions were made by the following: 

Silly Wynne( leader 4 dm), Sam Goldbetter & Red Nichola(tp), 
Dave Brethauer(tb), Irving Leonard(vi), Billy Richards, 
Jules Nassberg i Joe Nassberg(reeds) , Frank Farrell(p), 
Louis Condell(bjo) , Ken Snell(tuba).

From this point on no violin can be heard unleBS it 
is completely hidden ln the background. So we eliminate Irv 
Leonard from the recording personnel henceforth. Both Snell 
and Condell left Billy Wynne about April 1925 for another Job 
in New York City, but they made records with Wynne after 
leaving. 

Jules Nasaberg believes he made most of the dates 
for he recalls sessions on labels other than Edison. Frank 
Farrell la certain he was on all the sessions; he remembers 
Wynne uaed braaa men such as Sam Lewis, Hymie Farberman, 
Tommy Gott, Leo McConville, Manny Klein ln addition to Red 

Nichols reeds also included Larry Abbott, Arnold Brllhart, 

and Alfie Evans. 

From here on the orchestra takes on an improved 
sound, Nichols can be heard on the solo work. The probable 
personnel Is: 

Billy .fyrmef, leader 4 dm), Hymie Farberman & Red Hichols(.tp) , 
Sam Lewls(tb), roeds including Alfie 3vans, Jules Nasa- 
berg, Arnold Brllhart and/or Larry Abbott; Frank Farrell(p), 
possibly Loula Condell(bjo) and Ken Snsll(tuba).

-CHARLIE STRAIGHT (a helluva fine rag and Jazz pianist) recorded for 

many companies - with perhaps Brunswick being his most lucrative. So 

powerful had he become that he .two or more recording orchestras discing 

praotically at the same time. <^%ajL 



• ■WELCOME LEWIS, with her fine lorsh bluos alnglng (Helen Morgan, 
Llbby Holman school) recorded for Victor as a single end also as a 
band vocallate.(Eee paga ?)■ 

-055NE & GLENN, popular duo, recorded the Victor routa. 

-DICK ROBERTKIN, one of the most prolific recording voesliata of all 

tlaefwhat a contest there could be b etween Kaufman , Plelda and 

Robertson - and we can't forget the nighty Dalhart for 'Who recorded 

the raostast' ) , carried the hall for dozens of companies. His great 

varsutility embraced everything fron the soft ballad aohool Into the 

hillbilly field. 

-CHICK. MUTER, long thought, to bs a Duke Ellington pseud, was flash and 

blood. He recorded for the BDMI stable(Purltan ato) . Understand he 

played banjo???!

-BJSli O'HARK, a prrimoter of great repute, was known for neny recordings 

on Oenuott and Brunswick. His role in history Is still a mystery.

-PERLKY ST3VKHS graced the Velve"tiao(Colurabia| label with his 20a ,

-WILLIE ROBYN, a long time recording artist, sonde heaps of records 

for major and minor record companies. Somaone must have goofad 

in a typo on his photo. Pretty sure it was meant to be "Willie Robjn- 

licluslve CAME O Record Artist" -not ooraic . 

-JAY C. FLIr>i>EN - Yes', he' s the same Jay C. who plays oharaotar- roles 

all over TV thesa days. In his early days as a Bert Williams 

delineator Jay C. recorded for Columbia, He later went on to Perfeot 

and got on the Cliff Edwards (Oka Ifce) kick. 

-TOMIY CHRISTIAN with his oroh (a good syncopating outfit) recorded 

for Harmony.

Negro dLalact bonanza which became a huge Viator 

success. 

-AL TURK, obscure by today's standards, had a fine band who recorded 

for Olceh. Believe he played tha Chicago environs completely through 

his career. He may be the trumpet player on a lot of obscure Paramount 

pop band recordings. 

-KELLER SISTEtKwlth their delightful high pitch voices (vodeodo) and 

Lynch can bo heard as vocalists on many dance band recordings including 

some of the Victor stable.
